‘Bombing of Sandpiper 


‘Until fuller details are received, judgment on 
the bombing of HLMS. Sandpiper. by Japanese 
aeroplanes at Changsha must be reserved. 
[Brief telegrams to hand state that the gunboat 
was bombed by six Japanese aeroplanes and 
suffered slight damage to the superstructure 
but, happily, there were no casualties. Quite 

ly, the British authorities have 
strong protest with the Japanese au- 
thorities, for the Panay incident is too fresh in 
‘the mind to conceive that, without some deep 
sense of . responsibility, there should be a 
repetition ‘although without such disastrous re- 
sults. At the time of the Panay bombing 
Hforeign warships were “carrying easily dis- 
‘cernible symbols of identity to alroraft and 
‘since the incident even bolder methods of 
identification have been adopted to leave no 
Jmisapprehension to aircraft overhead. Such a 
lcourse was necessary because of the disagree- 
Iment by the Foreign Powers with the concep- 
[tion of Japan that war vessels should move out 
‘of the sphere of actual or anticipated hostili- 
{ties—a conception which was again .conveyed 
in a request by the Japanese that British ship- 
ping should move upriver from Hankow but 
‘which was refused. Relief will be felt at the 
jescape of the Sandpiper, in some _ degree, 
‘through the sentimental ‘attachment Shanghai 
fhas for this gunboat. Less than 200 tons and 
drawing a bare two fect of water, H.MS, 
[Sandpiper came out from Home in parts and 
‘was assembled at Kiangnan Dock for service 
fin the shallowest of the Central China waters, 
She is the smallest vessel of the Yangtze 
Flotilla and her completion and launching in 
‘Shanghai aroused an unusual interest which 
‘also followed her service in the waterways of 
‘the Yangtze Valley. 


























Sparing the Countryside 


One encouraging fact emerging from the 
new Japanese campaign in South China is that 
the advance has hitherto been so rapid that 
one part traversed by the Japanese since 
they landed at Blas Bay~hardly saw the in- 
vaders and has escaped the scars of war which 
have bitten so deeply into the Shanghal-Nan- 
king area, Tt is reported that the Chinese in- 
habitants ‘have returned to their homes, and 
the troops are exceeding themselves in showing 
lorderliness in their passage, even going to the 
extent of sweeping out a primary school oc- 
jeupled by them temporarily before continuing 
their march, Other places have not suffered so 
lightly for Tsangshing was reduced to ruins by 
Japanese aeroplones and artillery and many 
villages have been added to the pile of 
destruction accumulated since hostilities started 
in China, Whether there will be more deter 
mined resistance as the Japanese approach 
‘Canton is a question for the Chinese General 
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Staff. In any event, if the decision is to be set- 


tied in’ this way it is hoped that the initial ex- 
ample of fair treatment for the occupied 
jcountry will be continued even if to 
ldo penance for activities in this part of China. 
‘The Shanghai-Nanking chapter is not a praise- 
worthy contribution to the history of a proud 
military nation as far as occupation is con- 
cerned. Between the two sides there has been 
an appalling record of destruction in war and 
fa lot disereditable in the aftermath. When for- 
leign observers made their inventory of Nanking 
and balanced the war damage they found that 
destruction through direct military necessities 
was an exceedingly small proportion of the total. 
Other towns have similar tales to tell and 
therefore the new methods in South China will 
fhelp the Japanese army to redeem itself in the 
eyes of people who viewed their earlier efforts 
‘with abhorrence, 





An Important Capture 


‘Tayeh, south of the Yangtze River, on which 
the Japanese have been concentrating for some 
time, is reported to have been captured and 
its possession gives them a great strategical 
advantage in their drive on. Hankow. More 
important, however, is the economic value of 
‘the capture for it means that supplies of iron 
lore, so necessary for Japan's continued conduct 
of the campaign, are made available. Tayeh is 
‘one of the principal iron ore deposits in China 
‘and up to the outbreak of hostilities hundreds 
‘of thousands of tons annually were produced 
and shipped from the port of Sichaishan, river 
{terminus of the short railway connected with 
‘the iron mines at Tayeh. Practically the entire 
output of the mines went to Japan under a 
‘Snancial operation movement which virtually 
made Tayeh a Japanese concern, and its output 
ranked high in China's total production includ. 
{ing the former Manchurian territory. When the 
deposits were first worked the district was 
described by a traveller as “a mountain of iron 
ore giving 65 per cent. of pure metal, three 
miles long and 400 feet high, sufficient to turn 
out 700 tons of iron a day for a thousand 
years.” ‘This was at the time the construction 
Jof the Peiping-Hankow Railway was mooted 
jwhen Chan Chih-tung established the Hanyang 
Iron works at the confluence of the Han River’ 
Jand the Yangtze at Hankow and Hanyang. 
[Tayeh ore was used by the works until 1025 
|when they were closed down and now represent 
Ja sorry monument to frustrated Chinese indus- 
‘trial enterprise. The deposits may not reach 
[the hyperbolieal figure sketched by the traveller 
but these and other deposits in the Yangtze 
Bre estimated at about 45,000,000 tons. In 1934, 
{8 good production year, Tayeh produced 382,000 
tons most of which went to Japan and in 1035, 
‘when the total ore production of the Yangtze 
districts alone was about 800,000 tons, Japan 
{took about 1,300,000 tons from the country. In

Old Jerusalem 


British military measures to regain control 
of the old city of Jerusalem occupied by Arab 
rebels appear to have been successful, Without 
the use of artillery or aeroplanes, which dis- 
carded bombs for pamphlets urging surrender, 
but by encirclement of the district, so rich in 
religious and historical treasures, British troops 
have re-asserted authority and ‘the oldest city 
jin Christendom is now in the hands of forces 
which will ensure peace, —House-to-house 
searches in an area with narrower streets 
than any Chinese village is proceeding and the 
task of Weeding out malcontente in the shadow 
lof: some of the greatest symbols of the Christian 
land the Mohammedan faiths is progressing. All 
the reports from the city indicate that | the 
JArab rebels were attempting to use the sanc- 
tuary of the Mosque of Omar for thelr activi- 
ties knowing full well that there would be no 
Jdrastic military measures owing to the charac- 
iter of their retreat. Indeed, if in the last and 
Imost desperate resort such measures had been 
us@l they would have constituted a calamity 
of great magnitude because there is not a single 
jsquare mile of land in the world which com~ 
presses so much history. Within a very short 
@istance from the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre, which includes Calvary, the site of 
the crucifixion, is the Mosque of Omar other- 
jwise known as the Dome of the Rock which 
has both Christian and Mohammedan traditions 
but is now Mohammedan. The Mosque itself is 
Jone of the most beautiful buildings in the 
Near East and its dome hangs like a huge 
silver scimitar over the city contrasting in 
sheer beauty with many of the rather tawdry 
Christian monuments which are shown to 
tourists with much dublous historical claim, 
The Dome is nearly 100 feet high with 16th 
lcentury windows and its magnificent tiles date 
back to Sulleman the Magnificent. The Rock 
itgelt Is enclosed by a French wrought iron 
grill placed there by the Crusaders, Jewish 
tradition has the Ark of-the Convenant buried 
Ipeneath it, Mohammedan tradition, has it that. 
[Mohammed -himself rose. to, heaven on 
miraculous horse from the Rock, ‘while a 
depression in the ‘south-west corner Is. said 
to be that of Mohammed's footprint, although 
ithe Crusaders of the 12th century attributed it 
to Christ. Traces of steps made by the Crusaders 
who set wp an altar on the Rock are still to 
be seen, 




















Bigger Defence Scheme 


Mr. L. Hore-Belisha, Secretary of State tor 
‘War, who has recently been under considerable 
criticiam in connection with the incompleteness 
of Great Britain's preparedness against war, 
mode an important ‘pronouncement at Cardiff 
on Friday when he stated that to obtain appre- 
‘lable enlargement within the given time, in the 
Fearmament. programme, it would be necessary 
to revive war time methods under which every 
consideration was subordinated to the one great 
need, Parliament is apparently to be faced with 
new proposals increasing the original cost of the 
Fearmament scheme from. £1,500,000,000 to 
££2,500,000,000 or even £3,00,000,000,; gures ot 
such astronomical proportions that the wonder 
is where the money is to come from. ‘There is 
no doubt, judging from all that has transpired 
since the’ settlement of the Czechoslovak crisis, 
‘that while Great Britain is now better prepared 
against war than she was in 4914, she has still 
a long way to go before she can be considered 
Sultably equipped to meet the new threats which 
hhave been developed during the last two decade 
‘That that fact played an important part in the 
Jdiscussions concerning the crisis {8 apparent, 
‘though the settlement which was arrived at was 
chiefly due to the realization by the various 
governments concerned that their people were 
not desirous of embarking upon hostilities. If 
‘armament limitations are ever to come, it is 
‘lear from present tendencies that it will only 
be reached through a further arms competition 
‘when some degree of equality is secured between 
the European Powers, and ‘with it, it 1s to be 
hhoped, full realization of the suicidal folly of 
the whole business. It is a sorry fact that, 
should the revised scheme cost as much as the 
largest figure above named, no less than £70 
will be added io the per capita indebtedness of 
every inhabitant of the United Kingdom, which 
{s already over £170... If the policy of resort to 
wartime methods is actually followed there will 
undoubtedly be an increase in the price paid 
for greater security in the intangible but never- 
theless real losses trom ihe suspension of the 
subordinated activities. ‘The price is a high one, 
‘but within the capacity of the United Kingdom 
to meet, though no one regards future develop- 
ments with anything approaching complacency. 
It must be a source of considerable anxiety to 
British leaders that so much national wealth is 
being poured into unproductive channels.” ‘The 
broader outlook will appreciate how much the 
world at large must be spending in the same 
jway, and speculation as to how much better 
{the Jot of humanity would be, if such money 
Jcould be devoted to peaceable. developments 
‘which have been long overdue, must necessarily 
reate a picture upon which the humanitariat 
Jean only look with sorrow. 
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China Not Averse to Mediation 


Says Mr. Wang 
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Sino-British Relations 

Discussing the question of Sino- 
Rritish relations, Mr. Wang declare 

"some sections of Chinese opinion 
have sald that Japan has seen that 
Great Britain is not prepared to fght, 
fnd so has invaded South China, and 
that ‘it ig. for that reason that the 
British altitude is much blamed in 
tholr eyes. 

"On the other hand, if Great 
Britain’ Is prepared to fight, and a 
European war breaks out, the situa 
tion might be just as bad for China, 
fs Japan might then maintain her 
neutrality, and concentrate on, con~ 
‘quering China. 

“During a recent speech on the 
crisis, the former Japanese Foreign 
‘Minister declared that, in case of a 
European war, Japan might maintain 
hhor neutrality. 

“ime whole question 1s one affected 
‘vy International complications, and 
we cannot blame any one country 
for allowing Japan a free hand in 
China.

mains. It is the duty of statesmen to take 
advantage of every situation as opportunity 
‘occurs, and it is obvious that he looks to- 
wards the pressure of other European events 
to force the hand of Great Britain in making. 
the required concession in its own defence. 
If the Union is at such a low ebb that it 
is necessary to purchasé the assistance of| 
the Irish Free State at the cost of a grave 
injustice to Northern Ireland, then it seems 
to be hardly worth defending. It the moral 
questions involved are capable of settlement | 
fn such a poor basis they are no longer’ 
moral nor even questions. Real morality’ 
@emands as much freedom for Northern Ire 
land as Mr, de Valera so persistently claims| 
for that portion of the island under his 
leadership. Of thiat there can be no gainsay- 
ing, for if the British control of Ireland in| 
the past was so iniquitous from the point of 
view of principle, then, obviously the transfer: 
of Northern Ireland to a control for which 
it has not the slightest use would be just 
as grave an injustice. Not only that, it is 
a wholly unacceptable contention that a 
section of Ireland which has remained faith- 
ful to the Union, and refused to follow the 
path selected by Mr. de Valera and his 
followers, should in fact be forced to secede 
‘and become a minority under a government 
in which its people do not trust. The division 
is none of England's making: it was not 
England which tore Northern Ireland trom. 
the Free State, but Northern Ireland which 
Yefused to leave the Union. 


‘That contention is reinforced by Lord] 
‘Craigavon's reply to Mr. de Valera :— 
uring the years T have been in office, I 
have seen no signs of change in the sentiment) 
of Northern Iréland,—indeed, the loyalty and 
affection of the people of Northern Ireland 
towards the British Crown are stronger today’ 
than at any time in her history. ‘Therefore, 
Mr. de Valera can cease using Northern Ire- 
land as a weapon to threaten the Govern- 
ment at Whitehall. I can only reiterate the 
old battle ery of Northern Ireland: ‘No| 
surrender.’ " 
Mr. de Valera has no charge to make 
against Whitehall that Northern Treland' 
is in any way being oppressed, and that his! 
demands are inspired by a desire to protect! 
people of his own nationality. So far from| 
that, the majority in the: north favour | 
continuance of the existing arrangement, and, 
what is more, are definitely opposed to any’ 
change in their status such as Mr. de Valera| 
desires. Because he wants it 0, is no reason| 
why his wish should be gratified, and the 
loyalty of Northern Ireland must be recipro- 
cated by the rest of the Union. That loyalty, 
however, also requires that if at any time it 
did desire union with the Free State it! 
[should be granted. That is most definitely 
the attitude adopted by the British Govern-| 
ment, and the question of union or disunion 
in Ireland is one for the North to decide| 
solely by itself. ‘There will certainly be no 
British influence used either one way or the| 
‘other. The threat implied in Mr. de Valera’s| 
statement must be taken for what it is worth. 
‘Undoubtedly with a section of Ireland not 
wholeheartedly committed to the defence of| 
the Union, the position of the latter would 
to some extent be weakened. It would be| 
tragically so if by any chance the Free State, 
in the event of war, abandoned that neutral- 
ity which is to be expected of it, but it is 
better that that risk should be faced, than| 
that Whitehall should be dragooned into an| 
abandonment of Northen Ireland in the 
‘manner which Mr. de Valera apparently con- 
templates. Fortunately the chances of his 
[success are small. Great Britain is not likely 
to be intimidated by any such warning, and 
fat the moment it does not appear that any 
Useful contribution has been made to the 
‘consideration of the problem involved by Mr. 
de Valera's latest statement. With the issue 
left as it is between the two divisions of! 
Ireland for settlement between themselves, 
it is obviously the better course for the Irish, 
Free State to persuade Northern Ireland of 
the benefits of absorption than to seek for a 
forced union in which Whitehall as definitely’ 











committed itself not to assist. 


‘CENSORS AND MORALE 
Oct. 20. 


‘That the editors of Chinese newspapers in 
Hongkong have sent a message protesting 
against the censorship of war news from Can- 
‘ton, and the dissemination of incorrect re- 
ports is not to be wondered at, for judging 
‘from what has appeared in recent months in 
‘the Hongkong journals and comparing it 
with the facts as they were ultimately re- 
vealed, it is apparent that the Hongkong. 
public has not been kept well informed. The. 
Prevention of the spread of news likely to be 
of interest to the enemy is always a legitimate 
function of any command, but the suppres~ 
sion of the news of victories or defeats does 
not come within that category. Obviously, 
the enemy is perfectly well aware whether 
Ihe has been victorious or defeated, and the 
publication of such information or its sup- 
pression can have no real military significance. 
The question does arise, however, whether, 
for the purpose of fostering morale, such| 
news should not be withheld from the pub- 
lic. It is quite likely that if the Chinese 
had all along been kept acquainted with the 
‘military reverses they have been suffering 
{their morale might have seriously deterior~ 
fated. On the other hand it might not, and 
it is only by empiric test that the best method 
in the circumstances can be ascertained. The 
[Chinese editors in Hongkong claim that they 
jshould be given correct information no 
matter how unpalatable it may be, and 
there may be much sound common sense in| 
‘that contention. Neverilieless there are cer~ 
tain circumstances surrounding the Japanese 
descent upon Kwangtung which may make. 
‘the Chinese military reluctant to permit the 
public knowing the dimensions of the blow 
which is apparently being inflicted in this 
latest development. Undoubtedly the rapidity 
with which the Japanese have advanced into 
the interior since their landing in Bias Bay; 
Jand the comparatively feeble resistance 
which has been offered to them, may not| 
only afford some ground for Chinese criticism. 
of their military command, but may induce 
panic which must be avoided if sterner’ 
‘opposition is to be effected. 

‘The amazing feature of this latest develop- 
ment is that while the possibility of it 
occurring was recognized,—that is indicated 
‘by the construction of ‘concrete defences. 
jand the like—the Chinese were so com- 
pletely taken by surprise that they were 
unable to take up the positions which had 
jalready been prepared. Indeed it would 
seem that the Chinese either completely’ 
ignored the potentialities of the situation, or 
were convinced for some reason or other 
that the Japanese would never land troops 
in the south. Yet it has been apparent for 
months past, and the Japanese have publicly 
discussed it, that sooner or later the Japanese 
command ‘would take the action they 
have. The only real cause for wonder’ 
is that they have delayed so long in doing, 
it ‘The main reason for the delay, apart 
from purely political considerations, appears! 
to have been the desire of the Japanese 
command to force the Chinese to concen- 
trate upon the defence of Hankow, and the| 
manner in which the Chinese have com- 
‘mitted most of their ‘material to that area 
Suggests that reports to the effect that. 
the only material available to resist the 
‘Japanese. consists of provincial levies with: 
out any mechanized assistance are in the 
main correct. The problem which the 
(Chinese have to solve is whether they can 
‘afford to detail reinforcements from the 
Hankow area to assist in the defence of 
Canton, or abandon Hankow in the hope of] 
saving ‘Canton, or remain where they are 
fand let the southern port go. The speed 
‘with which the Japanese are advancing in 
‘the south will in all probability decide the 
matter for them, for if they do succeed in| 
reaching the Canton-Hankow Railway from 
Waichow via Lungmoon the principal route 
for Chinese reinforcements will have been 
severed making it impossible for them to’ 
reach Canton in time for it to be saved. On 
the map the time factor seems already to be 
operating against the Chinese and they will 
‘in all probability continue their stand around. 
‘Hankow, for a division of their strength now 
would seem to be fatal. 

With the development of the Japanese 
manceuvres the magnitude of the grandiose 
‘scheme behind them becomes apparent. For 
‘some time there has been talk of the Japanese 
domination of China's coastal provinces, but 
‘as time passes it is belng demonstrated that 
the Japanese contemplate the occupation of 
the territory between the railways stretching 
from Canton to Peiping and the coast. Just 
where their western frontier would be is not 
‘at the moment clear, but it is manifest that 
Japanese control of Canton, and the railway 
‘would permit of the easy maintenance of their 
troops along a line of communications some- 
where behind their front. Successful develop- 
ment of such a plan would produce a similar 
situation north of the Yangtze, with the result 
‘that such a line with ports available in the 
south, on the Yangtze and the north connected 
with ‘railways would permit of the main- 
{tenance of a well-organized and supplied front. 
‘against Generalissimo Chiang Kal-shek in the 
‘southwest and west of China. It is indeed a 
grandiose scheme which will undoubtedly 
involve Japan more deeply in China than she 





originally contemplated, The task _of 
festablishing control over the area so bounded 
must prove a difficult one, probably requiring 
more men than have at present been brought 
to China, Even in the north where some 
provinces have been overrun for nearly a 
year it cannot be sald that the Japanese have 
established full control. ‘They have it is true 
command of the outlets ‘and lines of com- 
munication but the activities of the guerillas 
clearly prove that the task of subjugation is 
still a long way from completion, which stage 
indeed it may never reach. So long as Chiang 
Kal-shek can keep his armies intact it can 
never be said that he is beaten, and the op- 
portunities of harassing the Japanese will 
always remain. If the Chinese are willing 
even now to accept the prospect of many years 
‘of hostilities which may be still ahead of them. 
they may yet present Japan with a vicfory, 
pyrthic in its expensiveness. That will entail 
the maintenance of good morale amongst the 
Chinese. ‘Their officials may be right in 
believing that revelation of unpalatable ‘fact 
may weaken that morale, though from the 
jevidence provided by the past behaviour of 
‘the Chinese in this struggle indicates that 
the publication of the truth would probably 
do no very great harm, 








SHANGHAI ECONOMICS 
Oct, 21. 


‘The report of the S.M.C. Industrial Sec- 
tion, for the quarter ending September 30, 
published in today's Municipal Gazette is 
Important testimony to the vitality of 
[Shanghai, for ft shows that during the period 
under review there has been a recovery in 
industry of all types in the Western District ot 
ithe International Settlement and in the 
Western Outside Roads area. Increases are to 
[be noted in the silk reeling industry, in which 
there is a noticeable return of’ flatures, 
Iwhich for some years past showed a tendency’ 
to leave Shanghai, enamelware and glassware 
factories, tanneries, paper-mills, briquette 
factories, while in the textile industry five 
large spinning and weaving plants are either 
planned or in operation, Some of these are 
substituting for those formerly in the Eastern 
istrict whose operations have ceased. With 
Jall the adverse conditions under which 
Shanghai is suffering at present, with a hin- 
fterland much poorer now than it was when 
the Sino-Japanese hostilities broke out fifteen 
months ago, it seems amazing at first glance 
that there should be this anxiety to invest 
more money and get business going. Yet 
‘there must be much idle money in Shanghai 
at such a time as this and the general situa~ 
lion appears to justify the conclusion that, 
if Shanghai were permitted to get back to 
normality, economic rehabilitation would 
proceed at a wholly satisfactory rate: ‘The 
report notes that plants in the Eastern Dis- 
trict are reopening, and some 581 applications 
for power connection in that area have been 
received during the period under review, 
Jand it is clear that, with the removal of exist= 
jing restrictions, ‘and the return of that 
istrict to something approaching the normal, 
considerable employment would become 
available for those Chinese who have been 
thrown out of work. It is regrettable that 
the existing anomalous state of affairs should 
[be allowed to continue, in view of the very 
patent anxiety of the community to get back 
to work. 
The work of the Industrial Section with 
regard to new plants will be followed with 
Jconsiderable interest. ‘The task of improving 
working conditions has been progressing with 
‘a slowness inevitable when the peculiarities 
fot Shanghai are remembered, but with the 
Jerection of new plants it has been possible 
to introduce reforms, which in establishments 
ready existing would be by no means easy. 
‘This is particularly the case with regard to 
the silk filatures, where the number of chil- 
Jdren in the workrooms has been reduced, 
land those still remaining permitted to work 
lunder better conditions than formerly. It is, 
perhaps, unforturtate that cireumstances neces- 
sitate the adoption of the dormitory system 
or factory workers in these areas, That is 
lundoubtedly due to the shortage of housing 
laccommodation, and may be expected in the 
Jcourse of time to rectify itself. Whether that 
proves to be the case ot not, the dormitory 
system needs to be watched with a particular 
ly jealous eye, for it gives the employer a 
control over his staff which cannot be regarded 
with any degree of complacency, Similar 
systems have proved objectionable in other 
parts of the world, and if in Shanghai it 
is likely to reduce the worker to a position 
fakin to helotry as has occurred elsewhere, its 
lextension should be sternly opposed. ‘That 
the authorities will encounter dificulty in 
Jdoing so goes almost without saying, but 
[where new establishments have to be erected 
the remedy appears to be in thelr hands 
‘by vefusing to pass plans for dormi- 
tory buildings. ‘That might to some extent 
delay the progress of present developments, 
bbut it is clear that once the dormitory system 
Is allowed to get a hold it will be difficult 
to dislodge it.

The figures will doubt 
ess come as somewhat of a surprise to the| 
foreigner who must undoubtedly have formed 
the impression that the cost of foodstuffs has 
inereased considerably more than the ratio’ 
for June of last year, 97.82,—the base of 100) 
dating from 1926—and that of 126.71 for 
September of this year. Leaving aside im~ 
ported foodstuffs, and dealing only with 
those produced in China, foreigners will 
more readily believe that the price has} 
almost doubled. ‘Their market books will 
surely (ell them that, It would indeed be an 
interesting study if some authority could! 
investigate the increases in the cost of living] 
which the foreigner has been called upon| 
to meet, Obviously the enquiry is attended| 
by considerable difficulty, but if such infor-| 
mation could be provided local _taipans| 
might find it easier to put the positions of 
thelr staffs before head offices with consider-| 
ably more conviction than seems to be 
possible at the moment. With the purchasing 
power of the dollar practically forty per’ 
cent, lower this year than it was in 1926, 
and probably the decrease is even greater 
when foreign purchases of imported goods 
have to be taken into consideration, the 
foreigner paid in Chinese currency is very 
much worse off now than he was twelve 
years ago, For the small salaried man the 
position is becoming tragic, with, so far as 
ean be seen at the moment, very little 
chance of early betterment.

It is only neces- 
sary to quote a purely hypothetical case}

jchild might occur. A few weeks ago Europe| 
‘was on the verge of war. Had war come| 
it is possible that some young Britons, married| 
to British women, would have: left for the| 
front. If one of them were killed before his| 
wife had her baby in Shanghai, that child| 
though born within the allegiance would be| 
denied that nationality in the protection of| 
which his father had sacrificed his life. It is| 
‘necessary to place the case somewhat high 
in order to establish the fact that the Act 
fas it stands miay inflict a very real injustice 
fon Britons resident in China, and the fact 
that a British child may lose its national’ 
status, simply because it had the misfortune 
{to lose its father before its birth, seems to 
add further tribulation to what would already| 
have been a sad case. Happily there are 
not many such cases and there can ‘be no: 
particular criticism of the legislators for} 
failing to have provided against such an’ 
eventuality, but it is most earnestly suggested, 
that if this second reading of the law is the| 
correct one, machinery should be set in 
motion to secure the necessary amendment. 
It is nothing short of deplorable that the 
condition of the law is such that a British| 
baby should be deprived of a natural right 
descending to him through his father which 
would have been his or hers had the child 
been born before the father’s death. ‘The! 
disadvantages to such a child in after life 
might very well prove serious, and the, 
ordinary person can look with no favour 
‘upon an arrangement which perpetrates such 
a manifest injustice. The fact that the 
‘Secretary of State may grant naturalizations 
to minors may give some relief, but it 
does not cure the fact that, as matters 
stand, a natural born British child cannot 
legally be in the circumstances a natural 
born British subject, 











RIPE FOR MEDIATION ? 
Oct. 24. 


On Thursday, October 13, Japanese troops 
made their long expected ‘landing in Bias| 
Bay, on Saturday, October 22, nine days| 
after, the immediate objective of that! 
landing, Canton, was in their hands. A| 
distance of about 130 miles had been covered 
by the Japanese at.a speed which is ample| 
corroboration of an earlier. formed impres- 
sion that the Chinese in the south were 
offering no real resistance to the Japanese, 
Figuratively speaking, without a shot being 
fired, the birthplace of the Kuomintang, the 
starting point of the movement which eleven 
years ago brought a new government to| 
[China has fallen into the hands of invaders| 
‘who. in other parts of the country have been 
meeting just that type of resistance which 
it was thought would have been offered in| 
the south. At the time of the landing 
Tumours were current that intrigues had 
long been afoot for the surrender of Canton’ 
fo the Japanese, and some observers, com- 
menting on the comparative smallness of 
the Japanese force, expressed the opinion’ 
that it was merely a display of strength 
before which those responsible for the defence 
lof the South would give up the struggle. 
The suggestion now emanates from Tokyo 
{that the whole business has been the familiax 
lone of the employment of the “‘silver bullet, 
Jand while there is at present no available 
fevidence to support such a view, it must be 
remembered that this method of fighting is 
by no means unknown to China. It is truo| 
that Canton and the National Government 
have on many occasions in the past not seen 
jeye ,to eye with each other, and that at 
‘times there has been talk of secession, but 
that step was never taken, and it was be- 
lieved that with the appointment of General 
Wu Teh-chen as chairman of the Kwangtung 
Provincial Government, relations would be 
improved, and that there would be closer 
co-operation between the two. Of General 
Wu's loyalty to the National Government in| 
the past there has not been the slightest] 
Jdoubt, and .in the absence of proof to the 
contrary, it is to be assumed that what has! 
happened has been without his consent or! 
‘connivance, 

‘Whether this development is the result of 
ja monetary transaction, or whether it is} 
entirely due to the ineptitude of the men 
responsible for the defence of Canton, there 
cannot be the slightest doubt that Generalis- 
jsimo Chiang Kai-shek and his Government 
fhave been completely betrayed. The main 
route of supplies" has been surrendered to| 
the enemy without anything worth describ- 
ing as a struggle, and the Japanese have 
been given a victory as important from a 
political point of view as it is from a military. 
It is to De feared that the moral effect upon 
the rest of China not yet in Japanese hands 
‘will be bad, for if the people see nothing 
but a shameful betrayal in this failure to| 
defend so important a spot as Canton it is| 
in the circumstances only to be expected. It 
is possible that this débicle will have a| 
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|Profounder influence on the trend of future| 
events in China than is at the moment ap- 


parent. Meanwhile the Japanese advance| 
‘on Hankow continues, and despite the stern- 
ness of the resistance which is being offered| 
it seems inevitable that the Wuhian cities| 

1 sooner or later be added to the Japanese 
‘gains, When that does come about, it will 
certainly be by nothing so blameworthy as the| 
failure to defend Canton, for along the| 
‘Yangtze the Chinese have fought in a manner} 
which does them the greatest honour. Con- 
ficting rumours as to the whereabouts of 
General Chiang Kai-shek and his immediate 
‘supporters have given rise to a report, at 
present unconfirmed, that they are at Hong- 
kong seeking to discuss peace terms. It is 
{to be hoped that there is some truth in the 
reports, for if there are any other sections 
‘of China as disloyal to the National Govern- 
ment as Canton appears to have been, the 
only thing left is to make the best terms 
possible with Japan. Whatever chances 
‘China had of winning the planned long-drawn- 
out war must disappear in view of the patent 
fact that the unity which is an imperative 
necessity for such a scheme can no longer 
be depended upon. 

Talk of the Chinese putting up some sort 
‘of resistance northwest of Canton is not im- 
pressive. The main object of the Japanese 
in South China has been achieved, the main| 
remaining channel for much needed supplies| 
Ihas passed to cnemy control, and the Japan- 
‘ese can now decide for themselves whether 
they need to push further into the interior! 
from the south or remain quietly in com- 
mand of the situation as it stands. In the 
circumstances there can be no possible harm| 
in seeking to discover whether third Power} 
mediation at this juncture has any chance 
of success, Admittedly the situation is com-| 
plicated by the oft-repeated Japanese intention| 
of having no negotiations with Chiang Kai~ 
shek. That is a matter upon which Japan| 
could change its attitude without any loss] 
of face, for it has all the military success] 
sufficient to obviate that, Nevertheless the| 
[Chinese Government is still not without bar 
‘gaining points. ‘The possibility of continuing] 
years of guerilla warfare, involving Japan. 
in the employment of very large forces. of 
men, and the expenditure of huge sums of! 
‘money cannot lightly be dismissed, and it 
ig still very much in Japan’s own ‘interests| 
that these hostilities should be brought to an| 
‘early conclusion. Mr. Wang Ching-wel's state- 
‘ment that China might accept Japan's terms 
if they do not hamper China's national 
existence is admittedly not new, but the fact 
that it has been réiterated at such a juncture 
‘can be taken as leaving the door open for’ 
some sort of negotiations between the two| 
countries. It may reasonably be expected 
that the Japanese terms will be stiffer now 
than they might have been after the capture 
‘of Nanking, and China may be faced with 
the necessity of saving whatever is possible 
‘out of the wreck. On the general showing 
there is plenty of evidence demonstrating 
that the best interests of both nations would 
be served by effecting an “early peace, and 
ft ought to be possible to devise means of 
bringing them both into conference. Japan 
very obviously is in no position to dictate a 
peace, and the Chinese leaders at present 
certainly not disposed to accept such an one, 
but even now it ought to be possible to 
reach a compromise which would restore| 
peace to this unhappy country and to the: 
millions of people who are suffering so} 
grievously. 














THOSE ASSURANCES 
Oct, 25. 


Any statement from General Hata, Com-| 
mander-in-Chief of the Japanese forces on| 
the subject of the present hostilities, and the 
‘questions which arise from them will be read 
‘with interest, The interview which he gave 
to Reuter’s ‘special correspondent, is con- 
sequently of importance, though it must be| 
confessed that he said in reality very litte 
that has not been said at one time or another 
by Japanese leaders during the past fifteen 
months. It makes no particular contribution 
to the consideration of the many problems 
which foreign neutrals are facing and gives 
no real hope that they will be solved at an. 
arly date. Nevertheless, a re-statement of| 
the intentions of the Japanese high command. 
at this juncture is useful, even if it merely 
shows that little or nothing is being done to 
alleviate foreign anxieties in connection with 
certain developments. General Hata claims 
that all measures taken by the forces under 
his command were adopted because of military 
necessity. He also expresses the belief that 
their revision will be considered as soon as 
4 real relaxation in conditions takes place. He 
also reiterates the well-known phrdse:—“As 
a matter of principle we intend to 
scrupulously the rights and interests of third 
party Powers; those interfered with will be 
gradually restored.” ‘The penultimate word 
‘of that sentence will be noticed with much, 
‘eynicism, for the restoration of those foreign 
interests, which have been interfered with, is 
‘at the present moment proceeding at ‘an 
absolutely imperceptible speed. It may be 
Possible that the idea of gradualness is intend- 
€d to indicate some degree of- acceleration, 
and in that there may be some slight hope

There is there, for example 
po conceivable military necessity dictaling 
the prohibition of the export of vod, 
virtually creating a monopoly for tht 
Japanese, In this respect not only ar 
foreign interests not being. scrupulously 1- 
spected, but are actually in the process ot 
destruction, It is for reasons such as the 
foregoing that there is not much consolain 
to be found in the fresh assurances which 
General Hata has given. ‘They indicate 10 
early approach to the removal of the wi 
necessary restrictions placed upon —forcien 
neutrals, and merely serve again to emphasize 
the wide variance which. exists between 
Japanese undertakings in this matter and the 
manner of thelr fulflment. The bona fdet 
jot the authorities responsible are belt 
tested by the prevalence of these unfortunate 
conditions, for it must be quite evident thst 
continuation of them constitutes just 9 
much a breach of those assurances, a8 Wi?

‘Two Chinese were slightly injured 
by the concussions and window 
shutters were blown in throughout 
the island. A small fire was started 
in the west end and volunteers were 
called up to prevent a pinic. ‘The 
fire brigade fought the flames and 
got them under control. In the 
meantime, a further series of fires 
were continually occurring through- 
out the city on the other side of the 
narrow strip of water that makes 
Shameen insular. 

‘By noon a tremendous conflagration 
was’ raging in Canton’s Sik Street, 
where the flames were fanned by & 
northeast wind.

The foreign consular oMelals 
sald that they would obtain  assur- 
‘ances from the ‘Chinese authorities 
that no Chinese soldiers would be 
permitted near the zones, The re- 
fugee zones will be used to house 
women, children and aged non-com 
batants,

zone. Half of the university's Ameri- 
an staff is on the premises, "The

‘willing to care for the refugees, 

Mr. ‘T. V. Soong, former Minister 
of Finance’ and Chairman of the 
Board of the Bank of China, today 
handed Bishop Hall Hk.$50,000 for use 
in refugee zones in Canton, Bishop 
Hall has led foreign efforts to create 
fa safety zone in Canton for Chinese 
Fefugees.

‘Ocheng, the spokesman asserted, 
revealed that the Chinese troops 
which garrisoned Ocheng came from 
Hankow only the day before the 
Japanese captured the city. 

"A hastily made-up army, the Chi- 
nese forces at Ocheng contained units 
from many provinees including Sze~ 
chuen, Yunnan and  Kiangsi, the 
Spokesman said.

Here and 
there are pathetic evidences of the 
wreck of war in houses and villages 
‘burnt out. We met recently a lad 
from Szechuen recruited a year ago

hills Inst winter his little company 
found themselves completely cut off, 
fand for a week existed somehow on a 
piece or two of bread each. Starving 
Jand frozen these lads from the warmer 
south fought on in deep snow, their 
numbers thinning off one by one. A 
mere handful escaped with thelr lives, 
of whom this Ind was one, His legs 
terribly frozen he somehow found his 
way to a dressing station, and now 
six’ months later, effectively ‘de~ 
mobilized’ and sii suffering the 
effects of his privations, he is stranded 
hundreds of miles from home. Of 
how many others he is typical it is 
ditieult to say. ‘Their position is al~ 
leviated to ome extent by the 
kindness of the Chinese peasants who 
take them into their own homes and 
Took after them until happier days 
arrive.

Collapse in Guerilla

Peiping’s Coal and 
Food Shortage 


Peiping, Oct. 21. 
At a recent meeting at the Minis- 
try of Industries to consider the 
foodstuft and coal question it was 
suggested by the Minstry of Indus~ 
tries that, in order to check the 
rise in the price of rice, there should 
be co-operation between the Govern-

2,000 Chinese Troops 
In Mutiny 


Hankow, Oct. 17. 

Two thousand Chinese’ troops in 
Southern Hopei_mutinied against 
their Japanese command on the night 
of October 14 and occupied the city 
Of Hsingtal north of Hantang on the 
Peiping-Hankow Railway, according 
to Chinese reports.

Hongkew Murder 
Confirmed 


Shanghal, Oct, 20. 

‘The Seitlement Police have been 
oMcially notified, the “North-China 
Dally News” was informed last night, 
that Mr. Yu Tachsiung. counsellor of 
the Ministry of Industries of the new 
“Reformed Government and former 
‘editor of a small Chinese newspaper, 
was murdered on the morning of Oct. 
17 at the New Asia Hotel. 

According to reports circulated yes- 
terday the murder was committed by 
three Chinese youths, whom the 
deceased had hired a few months 
‘ago as assistants for a publicity organ, 
of the new régime. 

‘As reported in the “North-China 
Daily News.” Yu was alleged to have 
‘been murdered when three men en- 
tered the New Asia Hotel, head- 
quarters of the Yellow Way Society, 
‘and. walked into his room without 
meeting any opposition. After com- 
mitting the deed the men left and Yu 
was found badly injured, presumably 
by. blows from hatchets. His nose 
hhad been cut off arid his fingers bad- 
ly. mutilated. 

Until yesterday- the Settlement 
authorities offtclally knew nothing of 
the crime as the Japanese and “Ts 
Tao” officials had made no report 
dealing with the assassination. So 
far the body has not been recovered, 
but relatives of the dead man were 
understood to have started prepara- 
tions for the funeral at his home in 
the Settlement. It was reported that 
ja coffin had been brought to the 
house for this purpose. 


Recent Murders 
Oct, 21. 

Following the information céntain- 
fed in the “North-China Daily News" 
that Mr. Yu ‘Ta-hsiung, counsellor of 
the Ministry of Industries of the Re-

Calls Here 


‘Shanghai, Oct 24 

‘The ss, President Coolidge, Doliat 
Company's 22,000-ton liner, arrived 
here shortly before 2 pm. and tied 
up to buoys 11-12. Many prominent 
members of local American com~ 
munity, consular and company oft 
lals went to meet the liner in the 
passenger tender which left the 
Customs Jetty at 1245 pam. and ar- 
rived at the buoys just ahead of the 
liner which slowly steamed up, drop- 
ped anchor, swang around at about 
140 pm, 

Arriving from Manila and Hong- 
kong, the President Coolidge is the 
first Dollar vessel to call here since 
‘August last year, when the company 
suspended the Shanghai call follow- 
ing the bombing of thelr ss. President 
Hoover, sister ship of the President 
Coolldge, by Chinese planes who 
mistook her for a Japanese troop 
transport. Seven ‘persons were in- 
jured In the ineldent and the com- 
pany ordered the vessel to proceed 
to Kobe direct. ‘The following vessel, 
President MeKinley was likewise in- 
structed fo omit Shanghai on her way 
from Manila and onekong to the 
‘United States. 


Servieo Suspended

Its 
‘world of musie—and especially jazz- 
musle—would, at any rate, suffer a 
crushing blow. Authoritative sources| 
State that there are no less than 40 
places where Russian musicians Dlay 
{to all classes of the Shanghai public. 
Agaln, one orchestra often employs 
from ‘50 to 11 Russians, and if the 
figures involved be multiplied by 
each other, the result constitutes a 
small army. In addition there are 
those unpretentious bars where, for 
want of better employment, one or 
two Russian musicians can always 
bbe seen playing unpretentious music. 

"The mest widespread combination 
of Instruments for a Shanghai jazz 
‘band are; one plano, two saxophones, 
a trombone and a drum. Sometimes 
4 band may boast three saxophonists 
one of whom is also a violinist— 
a guitarist with a Hawauan re 
pertoire, and a crooner, Most of 
them are Russians.

News has just been received by 
the “North-China Daily News” of| 
the death of Mr. Paul King, formerly 
Commissioner of Customs in China, 
who retired to Guernsey shortly. 
after the Great War. Mr. King was 
widely known in China, and his 
many friends will be glad to hear 
that he met with the same respect 
‘and esteem in Guernsey, where he 
spent the last years of his life 
devoting a considerable portion of 
hhis income in support of the many 
institutions in the island which he 
had chosen as his home. 

Born in London in 1853, Mr. King 
was educated at Haileybury_ College 
‘ag well as Dresden, and after being 
in business in London for a short 
period joined the Chinese Maritime, 
Customs service in December, 1873 
He was married in 1881 and there’ 
‘were five boys and two girls of the: 
marriage, 

For the next two years he was 
connected with the London office, 
returning to China again in 1883. 
In 1889, he became senfor assistant| 
in Chefoo at the time of the tragic| 
‘affair of Colin Jamieson, whose body 
was found on the rocks, terribly 
mangled, after he had been missing’ 
for almost three weeks. Mr. King. 
managed this diMeult ‘affair, which 
was never solved, and came into, 
prominence as a result, 

After postings to the London, 
Hangehow and Kowloon branch 
the service, he went to. England 
‘again in 1609, when Mrs. King's 
health broke ‘down. In March 1900 
they came back to China, Mr. King 
‘being appointed to Canton Just before | 
the Boxer uprising. He conducted 
the whole situation with remarkable 
courage and tact. 

During subsequent years, however, 
hhis close devotion to duty bogan to| 
tellonhimand he had several severe 
struggles with his health. He wns 
restransferred to London in May 
1014 and remained in charge of the 
London office during the dificult 
years of the Great War and until 
October, 1920. After six months’ 
eave, he retired on March 31, 1921,| 
and after living in Jersey for some 
five years, finally went to Guernsey, 
where fhe’ died recently. 

Mr. King, who was the author of 
that widely-road book “Forty-Seven 
Years in the Chinese Customs 
Service,” was decorated by the 
Chinese Government with the Order 
of the Double Dragon, 2nd Division 
2nd Class, by special Imperial decree, 
and received the Order of the Ex- 
cellent Crop, 2nd Division, trom the 
Republic of China.

‘The following estimate of employ- 
‘ment in the various Settlement areas 
has been compiled by the Industrial 
Section, Figures for the Western 
district’ proper, and Northern and 
Central Districts are regarded as 
fairly accurate, all new large and 
‘small undertakings in these areas 
having been visited and listed. ‘The 
computation for the Easlern and 
‘Western Outside roads areas are 
regarded as fair estimations.

‘The most notable changes in th 
general industrial. situation as com- 
pared. with former conditions ruling 
may be summed up as follows :— 

(a) Return to the International 
Settlement and Outside Roads area 
of the silk reeling industry, which, 
tn recent years, has shown a tendency 
to move out of the industrial 
metropolis. into ‘smaller provincial 
cities of Kiangsu and Chekiang. The 
number of Matures in the Settlement 
immediately prior to hostilities had 
been reduced to two: the number 
operating in the two Western and 
Northern areas is now 17, employing 
10,000 workers, while an additional 
12 are under construction and, when 
completed, will employ at least an 
‘additional 's,000 workers. 

(®) Establishment for the Arst time 
of several factories in the Settlement 
producing enamelware, ‘There were 
previously “only two small plants. 
Now there are nine, either already’ 
working or under construction in the 
two Western areas, which will employ 
approximately 900 workers. 

(©) Increase in the number of 
slassware factories. There have been 
added to those formerly operating 27 
new. plants, employing some 1,000 
workers. 

(@) Increase in the number of 
paper mills by four in the ‘two 
Western areas, under construction or 
already ‘working, to employ 300 
workers. 

(©) Considerable increase in the 
number of tanneries. ‘There was 
previously only one within the 
Settlement proper, though several 
were on outside roads. ‘There are 
now four new large tanneries operat- 
ing or proposed in the two Western 
distriets, and possibly ‘more than 30 
small ones. 

(Great increase in the number 
ot briquette plants. There are pos- 
sibly “90, “employing about 1,000 
workers. 

Tin the textile industry five larger 
spinning and weaving. plants are 
planned or in operation, substituting 
in part for those of the Eastern 
istrict whose operations had ceased. 
In addition 12° weaving plants of 
moderate size, and many 
plants have been opened. 

‘A contrary tendency is observed 
for the book publishing business to 
move out of Shanghal. Two of the 
largest hhouses now have 
their main plants in Hongkong, and 
a third had its plant destroyed in the 
Eastern district, 

‘A. feature accompanying the re- 
covery is the importation into 
Shanghal of workers with definite 
skills for employment in the new 
trades. ‘This is particularly true of 
the slike workers, among the present 
10,000 of whom there are probably 
5,000 skilted operatives. 
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Reopening of Plants in the Eastern 
District 

In addition to those larger foreign 
owned plants which have _ been 
ogerating for some time, the Shang- 
kai Power Company reports 581 aP~ 
plications for power connection from 
Fremises in the Eastern district 
during the quarter. The majority of 
these are small Chinese enterprises 
of the family type, with but few 
workers. In Easlern B district almost 
all the undamaged small house prop- 
erty is occupied, either for the hous- 
ing of workers or for small workshop 
end factory purposes. In Eastern A 
there are three main’ centres—in the 
vieinlty of the Pingliang Road 
market, and on Ward Road and 
Wayside, where undamaged houses 
have been taken up. 

Five large cotton mills formerly of 
‘Chinese ownership are in operation. 
‘One hosiery plant formerly Chinese 
fg being operated, Several large 
Chinese’ tobacco factories are also 
being operated. 

Work of thé Industrial Section In 
relation to the New Plants 

‘The Industrial Section has taken 
advantage.of the erection and opening. 
‘of new silk plants to insist on basic 
rinciples. In every fllature a 
‘central boiling system” has been in 
stalled, in which cocoons are boiled 
in automatic apparatus in a cut-off 
portion of the premises, instead of, 
as formerly, in the basins in the 
workroom. ‘The system has reduced, 
though not excluded, the numbers of 
‘children used in the’ workrooms, end 
has reduced the heat given off in the 
working space. Two plants have 
installed modem automatic reeling 
machinery in which the work of 
children is not required. Owners 
Ihave been pressed to employ only 
‘children reaching a height standard 
of 4 feet 8 inches, and a measure of 
success has attended the effort, 

Proper dormitory accommodation 
and bathing and toilet facilities have 
‘been insisted upon, wherever workers, 
have been found ‘housed on factory. 
premises, notably in the new silk 
plants, “It is regretted that the 
femergency situation will probably 
fcontribute to the extension of a 
[dormitory system generally, in the 
Jabsence of housing facilities sumi- 
cient to deal with the great influx of 
population into the areas. A. 
dormitory system gives to factory 
Jowners a control over the workers 
‘which is deprecated. One large cot- 
ton mill has opened dormitory pre- 
mises within the last two months. 
In this case a trained woman has 
been put in charge at the suggestion 
of the Industrial Section, and ex- 
cellent physical conditions’ prevail. 


Report on Industrial Accidents 
160 industrial and occupational ac- 
‘cidents were reported to the Indus- 
trial Section during the month of 
September. Of these nine were fatal. 
‘Ten women were involved, The 
causes of 145 are known with | suf 
‘cient accuracy, and 60 were investig- 
ated with a view to instruction in 
Preventive measures. 

Classified by industries, twenty-five 
occurred both in machine trades and 
in transportation. Two of the former 
‘and three of the latter proved fatal. 
Fifteen, of which two were fatal 
occurred in the building trades, four, 
‘one fatal, in the supply of electricity. 
Analysed as to causes, 11 were as- 
sociated with belts and gearing: three 
of these were fatal. 44 were associated 
with power driven machinery. Four, 
two of them fatal, were caused 
through hand drawn’ vehicles. ‘Two, 
fone fatal, were accidents from elec. 
trical causes. ‘Thirty-two persons 
were injured by falling, two of them 
fatally, and 21 by being struck by 
falling’ bodies, again two fatally. 

Statistical Studles 

‘The Council is co-operating with 
tho China Statistical Society in its 
efforts to carry on the statistical 
‘work of the former Shanghai City 
Government by providing office ac- 
‘commodation for the workers con- 
cerned. Figures for the four most 
recent months of this year and 
figures of 1937 in the months im- 
mediately before and after hostilities, 
‘re attached, 

‘The drop in the general index for 
September is mainly due to the fall 
in the price of rice. Cotton goods, 
however, have increased slightly in

Dullding at 80 McGregor‘ Road, which 
it'was alleged had been used to Wend, 
Guatters for the: Russian’ Ant-Core 
‘Union, of which the prisoner 
Wag sad fo have been ehaintan, 
pole, it waa stated, were mat 
wilt "boos ‘and hisses ‘trom various 
Russian loafers outside the resdeoee 
and were detained for over two hours 
by Japanese sentries on ihe premices 
‘Tretiakott "was found ghilty af

apartment in Broadway Mansions the 
murder was committed, heard the 
sentence without any show of emo- 
tion and.did not:fle notice of appeal, 
although it 1s expected that he will 
lake this step later. 

‘Yu will serve his sentence in the 
Ward ‘Rood Gaol, and he will also 
be deprived of his civil rights for 
Ute, A” native of Tinghal in Che- 
Kiang, Yu, slightly built and effe- 
minate, admitted killing Miss Wexler 
when he was arrested by the police 
in an alleway off Yenping Road 
where he had stayed for six. days, 

Delails of the case were given by 
Mr, ‘T.¥.Chang, Municipal, Advocate, 
at ‘previous hearings, when It w 
attempted to prove that the murder 
was premeditated, the boy having 
had a grievance against Miss Wexler, 
who, ib was stated, continually 
scolded him for his slackness. 

‘At the previous hearing it was stated 
that on the day of the murder Miss 
Wexler had remonstrated with Yu for 
‘buying eggs which were bad anda 
Aight ensued.” Yu'himselt admitted 
that he killed Miss Wexler after this 
because he was afraid that she would 
tell Capt. Smyth, by whom he had 
been employed since July last year, 

‘According to the prosecution events 
leading up to the murder started at 
about 8 a.m, when Yu served Miss 
Wexler her breakfast as he usually 
did each day. Tt was alleged that 
the Russian girl scolded him because 
the ‘eggs he had brought were bad, 
Capt. Smyth left for his office, It was 
stated, and following the visit of a 
friend of Miss Wexler, a Russian 
women named Dukoft, the boy was 
again reprimanded by the gis] for not 
having dusted .the room properly. 

Tt was stated that she followed tho 
boy to the kitehen and picked up an 
e6¢ which, she alleged, wos bad and 
Yu snatched it out of her grasp when 
she allegedly struck him. She then 
telephoned to. her. Ri 
after telling the boy that she would 
inform Capt, Smyth of the incident, 

‘At about 12.30 pm. the girl noticed 
that her nose was bleeding, this ap- 
parently having been caused by 
8 blow from a-knife wielded by the 
boy. She again attacked him, it was 
stated, and they fought on the floor 
of the apartment, Miss Wexler was 
‘overpowered by the boy and she 
ceased to struggle, following which 
the boy went to the kitehen brought 
out a full bottle of beer and struck 
Miss Wexler several times. on. the 
head with it. He then tied a plece 
of canvas string around her n 
covered her body with a tow 
blanket, Before leaving’ the 
ment he ransacked the drawers 
and took $4 and some cents and a 
wrist watch belonging to the girl. 

For six days he hid himselt in 
Yenping Road and pawned the watch, 
He was arrested there on October 6 
by CDC. 71, ‘ 

‘The verdict at the inquest on Miss 
Wexler was that she had been ‘killed 
by a blow from a blunt instrument 
and by suffocation, 

It is believed that Miss Wexler will

On Partition 


London, Oct, 18 
‘An important declaration oh the 
existing partition of Ireland was 
made in ‘Dublin yesterday by Mr. 
Eamon de Valera, Prime Minister of 
Eire, in an interview with the Dublin 
correspondent of the “Evening 
Standard," of London. 

‘Mr. de’ Valerasaid he had abandon- 
ed any idea of a plebiscite, which, 
though giving Bite more territory, 
‘would perpetuate the partition, He 
urged Great Britain to persuade the 
six Ulster counties to join in an 
All-Ireland Parliament. 

‘The Prime Minister offered Ulster 
autonomy in local affairs and asked 
only for guarantees for the National- 
ist minority in her area, 

‘While partition remained, Mr. de 
Valera warned England ‘that’ the 
chances of Eire’s co-operation with 
Great Britain in the event of a 
European war were “very slight.” 

“Dangerous Anachronism”

Arabs Hold Own Areas 


Jerusalem, Oct. 18. 

With the Arab rebels ' controlling 
virtually all “Arab sections of Pales- 
tine, the Arab Provisional Govern- 
‘ment established courts in mosques, 
it was reported today. 

Although “approximately 28,000 
British troops and police in Palestine 
were prepared to take drastic action 
and were placed almost on wartime 
basis, they were only in control of 
the immediate areas surrounding thelr 
headquarters. 

‘The Arabs have declared a general 
strike. This step was taken in re- 
taliation for the failure by British 
troops to remove their boots when 
entering a mosque several days ago. 

Growing antagonism forced the 
British police to evacuate from their 
posts at Bethlehem. ‘They abandoned 
‘outlying police stations and also re- 
moved guards from the post offices, 
courts and health department. The 
British authorities also left the Gov- 
ernment hospital. 


Meanwhile, a French hospital re- 
fused to surrender two wounded 
Arabs to the British authorities on 
‘the grounds that the Provisional Gov 
‘ernment was controlling the area and 
therefore the French hospital officials 
must obey the Arabs to escape possi- 
ble attacks by the Arabs. 


Slege of O18 City 


In the first siege since Saladin’s

After making due allowance for the 
enthusiasm of the young interviewers many 
if not all of whom knew nothing as to the 
“Former conditions," we regret to observe 
that interviews published here are no more 
accurate than in some other places.

In the new schemes for greater 
Mukden a large new industrial district 
directly West of the former Japanese town. 
has been opened up, and a host of new. 
factories has sprung up there. What Mukden 
Jost in political prestige when the capital of 
the new state was established at Changchun, 
she has gained in industrial importance.

We have 
heard, from strangers, on recent stops here, 
‘that constant expression of despair, “Mayo-_ 
far-tze” “There is no way out,” ‘or “No- 
thing can be done.” It Is the nearest to| 
criticism most natives will venture. 





‘That dismal tank-town Changchun has 
vanished. In its place is the happy hunting-| 
ground ‘of contractors. Everyone has a) 
splendid new building, except the Emperor. 
It would serve them right if he decided 
to move to Peiping, and to leave the impos- 
ing buildings, grand avenues, beautiful 
parks, and other highly publicized features 
of the New Capitol. In such an event this| 
prosperity, occasioned by the presence of 
horde of ‘officials representing a large part 
of all the salaried class in the country, would 





fade as old Peking knows only too well and 
Mukden learnt in 1931. 


We found a change in business; Chinese 
Jand foreign goods unavailable; an attitude 
fof apathy among the natives, with regard 
to the doings of the local government; an| 
‘astonishing number of inquiries concerning. 
the war, generally in the form, “What do| 
foreigners say about China? Surely such a 
large country cannot be all destroyed, “no| 
word of anti-Japanese feeling in any ‘case, 
just a wistful expression of old-home tie 
plenty of large scale “Improvements,” which, 
to the native, mean employment for a few 
more labourers. The industrial develop- 
ments are to supply more coal, more iron, 
more liquid fuel, more light’ metals for 
Japan's war needs. The primary purposes 
of Japanese continental expansion: (1) Raw 
materials for her industries (2) markets for 
her products (3) relief from overpopulation, 
are being carried out. At the present mo- 
ment strenuous efforts are beng made to 
prevent any single wandering yen from 
[straying elsewhere then to Japan. 











A COUNTRY DIARY 


October 17—Business as Usual seems to be 
the slogan of the countryside and, in spite of 
recent eccentricities on the part of ‘the Weather 
Clerk, all the usual changes are proceeding 
normally: all trees except the faithful willow 
fare daily becoming barer, the cotton plants are 
shrivelling, and the soil’ is preparing for its 
jwinter sleep. Looking at ponds and creeks I 
noted that Nature is already beginning that 
process which I have previously described as 
“pulling in her sun-blinds": Duckweed, Fern- 
‘weed and all the top dressings of a pond are 
disappearing: Lotus leaves are withering and 
‘the lily-like plants have ceased to bloom: float- 
‘ing Algae and weeds are dropping down to 
their beds....ready to come up again with. 
renewed life when Spring comes again, And 
‘among all these plants I looked in. vain for 
‘the strong green leaves of the Water Hyacinth 
which T had so recently seen on my outward 
voyage via Manila... plant which does re-| 
markably well in Shanghai and which 1 have| 
been able to find in a wild state almost every 
year....and so I was reminded of a recent 
experience which is worth recording. Crossing | 
the Pasig River I noted large areas -of water 
literally covered with this plant and asked my 
Philippine guide (a young university student) 
if it was not Water Hyacinth. “Yes,” he replied, 
“that is what it is and it is that’ plant which 
gave its name to this city,...Marnila means. 
Uterally in the native dialect “here is (or the 
Place of) the Water Hyacinth, because in 
‘ancient days it grew even much more freely 
than it does now.” So now I want to know 
two things: why did nobody ever tell me that 
before, and why do we not cultivate this very 
beautiful plant more freely in Shanghai where 
the climate is eminently suitable?

“For 400 years 
Hungary had bled for Europe, cul- 
ture and civilization” states the 
French historian Pierre Delattre.

Having touched upon _ historic 
aspects, we would now glance at 
Hungary in the light of geography, 
with the help of Prot. Francis Fodor. 
He says that the natural conditions 
of the surface are not in harmony 
with the political boundaries drawn 
across it, and hence the fundamental 
conditions of the economics of Europe 
as a whole are disturbed. The dis- 
cord is no way more evident than on 
either side of the Trianon frontiers. 
The economic, political, cultural a 
ethnographic conditions’ were radical- 
ly upset there after the War. Fodor 
‘emphasizes that states are no rootless 
‘thing but are rooted in the surface 
of the earth.

‘Thus, the conclusion arrived at in 
the case of Hungary is that its mutil- 
ation has created - an unbearable 
situation for the territory. Hungary 
was a wonderful example of a hi 
moniously built up state, and, as a 
result of the assiduous labour of a 
nation for centuries, a perfect eco- 
nomic unit was created within the 
‘Carpathians. 

‘Coming now to the economic con- 
sequences of the disruption, here are 
some of the high-lights, as\ brought 
out by Sir Robert Donald:—In old 
Hungary there were five customs 
houses; in present Hungary (one-third 
of the territory of the old) there are 
thirty. Barriers are erected to in- 
tereept the transit of goods among 
people who formerly enjoyed unin- 
terrupted means of communication. 
‘The economic Chauvinist is aggres- 
sive and self-centred. He wants his 
country to be self-contained.

Cutting the Wedding 
Cake 


Origin of the Custom 


‘Phe cutting of the cake appears 
to be a version of the ancient cere- 
mony of breaking the cake over the 
bride's head, a rite which Is. still 
sometimes performed in the north 
of England. 

When Lord Clydesdale brought his 

bride, Lady Elizabeth Percy, to his 
ancestral home at Strathaven, Lan- 
arkshire, after their honeymoon last 
December a Scots bannock was bro- 
ken over the bride's head for luck 
as the bridegroom carried her over 
the threshold. 
After breaking the cake over the 
bride's head, according to ancient 
custom, the pleces were given to 
‘onlookers, who, receiving them, were 
‘supposed to dream that night of their 
future spouse. 

‘Smollett describes how, “A. cake 
being broken over the head of Mrs. 
‘Tabitha Lismahago, the fragments 
were distributed among the bystand- 
ers, according to the custom of the 
ancient Britons, on the supposition 
that every person who ate of this 
hallowed cake should that night have 
a vision of the man or woman whom 
Heaven designed should be his or 
her wedded mate.” : 
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
